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HEAYY LOSS BY FIRE 




Sustained by Birmingham on 
Sunday Morning. 

Birmingham Sunday morning suffer¬ 
ed its most destructive fire since the 
early nineties, when the six-story Cald¬ 
well hotel and a block of buildings 
were destroyed. 

Sunday’s result is three handsome 
four-story brick buildings on the- south 
Bide of First avenue, between Twen¬ 
tieth and Twenty-first streets, in the 
heart of the business district, and 
making up a part of one of the most 
substantial business blocks in the city, 
with another smaller building almost 
totally destroyed. It now appears as 
if new structures will be erected for 
probably two hundred feet along First 
avenue. 

The loss from the fire is estimated 
to be nearly $150,000, with between 
$75,000 and $85,000 insurance. 

The fire started in the one-story 
establishment of A. T. Killian, whole¬ 
sale grocer and produce merchant at 
No. 2023 Morris avenue, from an un¬ 
known cause. The building occupied 
partly by Killian is a one-story brick 
structure belonging to parties in Mo¬ 
bile. The flames originated in the rear 
of this store, spreading to the place 
of business of P. Giacoppazzi, No. 2021 
Morris avenue, which was also a one- 
story building. 

When the flames were discovered 
they were shooting out of the rear of 
the Killian and the Giacoppazzi build¬ 
ings. This latter contained a large 
stock of fireworks. It was just be¬ 
fore daylight and the shooting flames 
lighted up the skies brilliantly and the 
fire could be seen for miles. 

All of the apparatus in the fire de¬ 
partment of Birmingham, including the 
aerial truck, was brought into service.

JAPANESE YICTORY 


Russians Beaten in First Bat¬ 
tle on Land. 

After five days of fighting, largely 
with artillery, the first Japanese army, 
under General Kuroki, has forced a 
crossing of the Yalu river, and with 
an infantry charge, covering a front¬ 
age of four miles, drove the Russians 
from Chiu Tien Cheng and the heights 
opposite Wiju. The Japanese turned 
the left flank of the Russian position 
and swept away the new front inter¬ 
posed by the Russians. 

The twelfth division of the Japan¬ 
ese army was chosen to make the first 
crossing of the Yalu. It began on Fri¬ 
day by driving the Russians from their 
position eight miles above Wiju, and 
the point selected for the crossing. 
This division constructed a bridge and 
Saturday morning began crossing. The 
entire division passed over. 

The Japanese captured twenty-eight 
quick-firing guns, much ammunition, 
more than twenty officers and many^ 
non-Commissioned officers and men as 
prisoners. It is reported that General 
Sazoitch and General Kashtolinsky 
were wounded. Our casualties num¬ 
ber about 700 and their loss is more 
than 800 men. 

The Russians were forced to aban¬ 
don Antung. They burned the town 
and retreated. 

The Russian report of the battle ac¬ 
knowledges defeat, but ascribes it to 
superior numbers and the aid of Jap¬ 
anese war ships. 


Crushed to Death. 

Oscar Crauswell, a well known 
man, met a violent death Saturday at 
noon at one of the Tennessee compan- 
ny’s mines. He was at work about a 
new piece of machinery and was in 
some manner caught and crushed to 
death. The unfortunate young man 
was but twenty-two years of age and 
had been married only two months. He 
had been with the Tennessee company 
since he was ten years of age. 


Colonel W. H. Denson, who had of¬ 
fices in the Harrison building, was 
probably one of the heaviest losers by 
the fire. Besides his office fixtures 
he lost a library of 2500 volumes 
which he valued at $10,000, his insur¬ 
ance amounting to only $3,000. In¬ 
cluded in the library of Colonel Den¬ 
son was a complete set of the Ala¬ 
bama reports, there being eighteen 
volumes of the old series and 137 vol¬ 
umes of the “First Alabama Reports.” 

"I have lost all of professional life 
practically,” declares Colonel Denson. 
“There are between 2500 and 3000 at¬ 
torneys at law in Alabama, but there 
are only 87 sets of reports left. There 
were also included in my library a full 
set of the Reports of the British Par¬ 
liament of 1857, the time of the mone¬ 
tary crises.” A number of other attor¬ 
neys lost their libraries also.

The Co¬ 
lumbus Railroad Company now oper¬ 
ates car lines through Phenix City and 
Girard, and the opening up of these 
new lines has aided much in the de¬ 
velopment of the two cities. 

At Opelika W. O. Harrell is moving 
the ruins of the Planters’ warehouse 
burned some time ago, and it is rumor¬ 
ed will build new stores on the lot. 
He has a large wholesale house in 
contemplation. Colonel Lum Dukes 
will soon erect two stores. 


Restored to Her Parents. 

Lucy Cole, who was abandoned in 
Florence last fall by a tribe of wander¬ 
ing gypsies, has been identified pos¬ 
itively as Laura Nation, who disap¬ 
peared eight years ago from her home 
in Elwood, Kas., when she was three 
years old. The child was identified by 
birthmarks. Her parents live in St. 
Joseph, Mo. James W. Nation, who 
believes he has now found his long 
lost child, was in affluent circumstan¬ 
ces when she disappeared eight years 
ago, but he has spent everything he 
possessed in a hitherto vain search for 
her and is now driving a delivery wag¬ 
on in St. Joseph. 


Damages for Blind Girl. 

Miss Rosie Middleton, a blind girl 
of Phenix City, has received $10,500 
damages from the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road, the result of injuries she receiv¬ 
ed last December in a wreck. 

Miss Middleton has been a teacher 
in a blind academy up north and last 
Christmas was traveling to a town 
near Philadelphia to visit relatives 
when her train was wrecked. The 
road gave her $10,500 voluntarily, this 
amount being agreed upon as reasona¬ 
ble. 


At Elkhart, Ind., the rays of the sun 
focused through a gold fish jar, set 
fire to the clothing of a woman who 
was sleeping in a chair near an open 
window and the flames were extin¬ 
guished only after she had been se¬ 
verely burned. 

The government of the republic of 
Panama has indicated its desire to

Work of the Japanese. 

The special commission appointed 
to inquire into the cause of the sink¬ 
ing of the battleship Petropavlovsk 
has established beyond a doubt the 
fact that the battleship struck a mine 
laid by the enemy within the radius 
of the customary evolutions of our 
fleet on the occasion of its sorties in¬ 
to the outer roadstead to meet the 
enemy. 

Japan’s Treatment of Prisoners. 

“The advanced position taken by the 
Japanese in the adoption of humane 
rules of warfare shown in a report to 
the. state department from United 
States Minister Griscom at Toltio, in 
which he encloses a communication to 
himself from Baron Komura, the Jap¬ 
anese minister of foreign affairs. The 
ministers shows that Japan is the first 
country to give full effect to the elabo¬ 
rate code of laws governing war laid 
down by The Hague conference. 

He announces that there has already 
been put into operation by the Japan¬ 
ese the rule of war regulating the dis¬ 
patch of letters, money orders and val¬ 
uables between the prisoners of war 
and their friends in their own coun¬ 
try. The Japanese government also 
has ordered that such prisoners be 
supplied free with postal facilities, 
communication and means of receiv¬ 
ing gifts. Also they are not subject¬ 
ed to any railway charges. 


AMONG LAWMAKERS 


At the Seat of Government 
at Waishisngton. 

APRIL 28TH. 

President Pro Tern Frye adjourned 
the senate sine die at 2 p. m. today, 
the hour fixed by resolution of the 
two houses of congress. The occur¬ 
rence was devoid of unusual incident 
and the final close of the session was 
but slightly different from the end of 
an ordinary day’s sifting. 

The senate began its day’s work at 
10:30 a. m., but the greater part of 
the time was devoted to a political de¬ 
bate. 

The only important acts of legisla¬ 
tion during the day were the presen¬ 
tation and acceptance of conference 
reports on the Panama canal govern¬ 
ment and emergency river and harbor 
bills. Neither report 'aroused debate. 

The closing day of the second ses¬ 
sion of the house of the Fifty-eighth 
congress was made notable by the 
demonstration which was evoked by a 
resolution offered by Mr. Williams, the 
minority leader, testifying to the cour¬ 
tesy and impartial manner in which 
Speaker Cannon had presided over the 
house. 

Many conference reports were 
agreed ta on bills which had been in 
dispute between the two houses. The 
only debate of any importance was on 
the bill providing for the restoration 
to the naval academy of three cadets 
who had been dismissed for hazing, 
the house voting overwhelmingly 
against it. 

At 2:10 the gavel fell and the fifty- 
eighth congress concluded. 


ADDED TO THE NAVY. 


At Pekin it is declared that Russian 
officials are circulating a story accus¬ 
ing China of having made a secret 
treaty with Japan regarding the port 
of Amoy, and the province of Fu Kien 
and containing the statement that 
prominent Chinese and Japanese offi¬ 
cials have left Shanghai for Amoy to 
arrange the preliminaries of the troa- 
Chinese and Japanese officials 
unite in denying the accusation. 

It is reported that a Russian sub¬ 
marine vessel has sunk a Japanese 
transport and sent 600 souls to the 
bottom. 

A Russian loan aggregating $100,- 
000,000 is soon to be offered to the 
world. 

Two hundred war correspondents 
are now traveling with the Japanese 
army. 

A rich gold find is reported from 
Mexico. 

The police, in searching the room 
of Artal, the young student who sev¬ 
eral weeks ago attempted the assassi¬ 
nation of Premier Maura at Barcelona, 
found letters from two Paterson, N. J., 
anarchists urging Artal to assassinate 
King Alfonso. The government in¬ 
tends to request their extradition. 

At Countess Cassini’s bazaar for 
the Russian Red Cross Society Miss 
Durand, daughter of the British am¬ 
bassador. paid a hundred dollars for 
her portion of tea. In order that no 
misunderstanding should result Du¬ 
rand se’nt ar hundred dollars to the 
Japanese minister for the Japanese 
Red Cross. Many contributors adopt¬ 
ed Durand’s plan and the Japanese 
legation received considerable money 
for this reason. 

Dr. D. K. Pearsons, of Chicago, has 
sent a check for $50,000 to the Rollins 
college, Winter Park, Fla. 

Saturday morning the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition at St. Louis was 
formally opened. 


Uncle Sam Has Another Cruiser, the 
California. 

The armored cruiser California was 
launched Thursday at the ship yards 
of the Union Iron works. She was 
christened by Miss Florence May Par¬ 
dee, daughter of Governor Pa* dee, of 
the state of California. 

The cruiser California is supposed 
to embody the latest and best in ves¬ 
sels of her class. There are to be five 
vessels like her. She will cost com¬ 
plete $5,000,000. Her principal dimen¬ 
sions are: Length of load water lino 
503 feet, extreme breadth 69 1-2 feet, 
mean draught 24 feet and displace¬ 
ment 13,400 tons. She will have a belt 
of steel armor 7 1-2 inches wide on the 
water line and varying in thickness 
from 3 1-2 to 6 inches, as well as the 
6-inch casement above the belt of ar¬ 
mor for 232 feet of the vessel’s length. 


Shortest “Long’' Meeting Since 
1860 and Most Expensive. 

NEARLY $800,000,000 SPENT 


The total number of bills introduced 
in the house during the session just 
ended was 15,756 and in the senate 
5,087. Most of these were of a private 
nature, involving appropriations for 
claims or pensions. The total number 
of private laws approved by the pres¬ 
ident up to noon Friday was 1441. The 
total number of public laws 181, and 
the total number of resolutions which 
have become law 37. The agregate 
number of bjlls was not above the av¬ 
erage of a long session, but the num¬ 
ber of private bills passed was far in 
excess of those generally enacted dur¬ 
ing a similar term. The total num¬ 
ber of reports on bills in the house 
alone was 2943, or nearly double the 
usual number. The amount of public 
business transacted was below the av¬ 
erage. 

The naval board appointed to inves¬ 
tigate the circumstances attending the 
bursting of two 8-inch guns on the 
Iowa February 5 last, has reported to 
the secretary that the board finds that 
in the firing of the guns all precau¬ 
tions were taken. The report says 
that “when the forgings of the guns 
were being machined at the gun fac¬ 
tory defects developed and the guns 
were rejected, but on the protest of 
the manufacturer tbs guns were ac¬ 
cepted. 

The bill introduced by Senator Pet- 
tus relating to the settlement of the 
claims of states for organizing, equip¬ 
ping and subsisting volunteers be¬ 
tween their muster in and their ac¬ 
ceptance for service in the war with 
Spain, has become a law. Alabarov, 
Georgia and Mississippi are interested 
in the bill. 

IN SIX WEEKS 


While Hie Session Was Unusually Brief, 
Much Important Work Was Accom¬ 
plished, the Principal Achievements 
Heins the Passage of Panama Canal 
and Cuban Reciprocity Legislation. 

Washington, D. C.—In the presence 
of the President of the United States, 
members of his Cabinet, Justices of the 
Supreme Court, representatives of the 
diplomatic corps and a throng that 
crowded the galleries to the dooi* and 
blocked the corridors the second ses¬ 
sion of the Fifty-eighth Congress ended 
with the distinction of having been the 
shortest “long” session of Congress 
since 1800 and of having spent more 
money in that time than any previous 
session, barring war times. 

Including the twenty-six days of the 
extra session, that which terminated 
was shorter by three weeks than the 
shortest preceding it. It appropriated 
nearly $700,000,000, which will be in¬ 
creased by the permanent annual ap¬ 
propriations to nearly $800,000,000. 

The final session was marked by the 
usual scenes and ceremonies that at¬ 
tend such occasions. The galleries of 
both chambers were filled with spec¬ 
tators. During the last hour Mrs. 
Roosevelt and two of her sons, Theo¬ 
dore and Kermit, together with a few 
.women friends, occupied a seat re¬ 
served for the President’s family in the 
Senate gallery. 

All matters in dispute between the 
House and Senate were reconciled the 
night before and much of the time of 
the final session was occupied in the 
passage of messages between the two 
houses and in securing the signatures 
of the respective presidihg officers to 
the measures agreed upon. 

Including the extra session of this 
Congress, which began November 9, 
there were introduced in the Senate 
GOOD bills and in the House 1G.000. The 
bulk of these were private bills, main¬ 
ly to grant pensions or increased grants 
already made. The Statehood bill was 
passed by the House and remains for 
consideration by the Senate next win¬ 
ter. 

According to the figures given out 
by Chairman Henieuway, of the Ap¬ 
propriations Committee, the regular 
and permanent annual appropriations 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, 
made by the present session of Con¬ 
gress amount to $781,574,020. The to¬ 
tal estimated revenue for the fiscal 
year 1905 is $704,472,000.

N. Y. —A special (o tno 
Daily Eagle says: From all territory 
in this country south of parallel forty- 
two north latitude come accounts o£- 
prospects of the most extraordinarily 
large yield ever known of the fruits 
which are especially popular with the 
people generally. 

The explanation of such great ex¬ 
pectation lies in the fact that the 
weather of this spring has been stead¬ 
ily cold and preventive of the unduly 
promotive temperature which in many 
past years lias advanced and ren¬ 
dered sensitive fruit blossoms, which 
were afterward blighted by late frosts. 
As the season has progressed, this 
year, the weather lias remained cold 
enough to retard sap circulation, until 
the fruit germs were safe from harm 
under respective climatic conditions. 
Consequently, unless some disaster not 
possible to foresee should fall upon 
the crops the expectation now enter¬ 
tained is fully justified by circum¬ 
stances. 

Tbe first among the highly palatable 
fruits to ripen, strawberries, are al¬ 
ready coming to this market freely 
from South Carolina and North Caro¬ 
lina. In the Chattanooga district of 
Tennessee the crop is about ready io 
ship. It will greatly exceed last year’s 
yield, which was 160,000 crates, or 
upward' of 5,000,000 quarts. Mary¬ 
land, Delaware, New Jersey and New 
York, from which this city receives its 
heaviest supplies, are all backward on 
account of th° late spring, but condi¬ 
tions of the strawberry plants In each 
are most satisfactory. A few early 
blossoms In the two States first named 
have been nipped by the frost, as has 
ever been the ease, but the bloom for 
the crops is regarded as safe beyond 
peradventure in known comprehension. 

In the matter of peaches (lie oullook 
in Georgia Is phenomenal. The bulk 
of the early peaches is produced in 
that State and the accounts concern¬ 
ing its probable extent are all that 
could be desired by the great mass of 
peaeli nppreciators. The Fruit Trade 
Journal has kept up during the season 
knowledge of the Georgia prospect, 
from which it appears that though 
there have been vicissitudes of weath¬ 
er in that State ns well ns elsewhere 
over the country, their severity has 
been insufficient to work injury, and 
that perhaps Ihe effect, whatever 
it is, will prove beneficial rather than 
tlie reverse. The latest report of a 
cold snap in Georgia was when the 
temperature fell to thirty-tight de¬ 
grees. There was, however, immedi¬ 
ate return to warmer weather, and 
last week’s accounts reported the crop 
uninjured in both South and North 
Georgia. If present indications are 
borne out to conclusion of shipment, 
it would seem that the entire Georgia 
yield must approximate to 5000 car 
loads. 

Perhaps the most satisfactory ac¬ 
count upon the two fruits mentioned 
herein was rendered by Wallabout 
Merchant Samuel Lippmann. who had 
just returned from a ten days’ inves¬ 
tigation of fruit conditions on the Del¬ 
aware and Maryland peninsular and 
southern New Jersey. He said: “Tell 
the Eagle readers that they are going 
to have the most strawberries and 
peaches this year they ever had. The 
peach trees are full of the plumpest 
and soundest fruit buds that any or- 
ehnrdist on the peninsular can remem¬ 
ber. Beyond what I could see for my¬ 
self the growers told me that there 
never was so favorable a spring for 
fruit bud safety as this, and that they 
could not imagine what could prevent 
them having the greatest crop this 
year of any in llie history of their fa¬ 
mous peach producing territory.” 

Asked about the strawberry pros¬ 
pects in the districts he visited, Mr. 
Lippmann said they were equally good 
with those of peaches, but that the 
ripening period will be somewhat lat¬ 
er than usual unless the weather 
should suddenly warm up and become 
especially promotive. 

General reports on plums and other 
fruits are highly encouraging of ex¬ 
pectation of plentitude in them as well, 
but it is rather early for such con¬ 
clusion to be determinate.

WASHINGTON' ITEMS.

FOREIGN. 

The Turkish embassy at London, 
England, issued a report that Arme¬ 
nian malefactors bad attacked .the Ma¬ 
hometan village of Latcbghian, in the 
Sanjak of Mush, Asiatic Turkey. They 
committed horrible crimes on the in¬ 
habitants, men, women and children 
alike. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says that 
the Chinese warship Haitian is ashore 
on the rocks of the Elliott Islands, 
which lie off the easterly coast of the 
Liaotung Peninsula. 

A number of men who are fitting 
out the iron freighters at Collingwood, 
Ontario, Canada, placed a rocket on 
a post and lighted it. Thinking the 
fuse had gone out, they again ap¬ 
proached the rocket, which suddenly 
exploded, killing Thomas McLaughlin 
and Thomas Stanford, of the steamer 
Newmarket.

Tioblio Speaking. 


A few men own all the gold in 
the world several times over. Their 
efforts are directed towards get¬ 
ting all governments to make all 
other money redeemable in gold. 
If they succeed they will have the 
labor of the earth at their feet. 
They will have all nations compet¬ 
ing with each other for the poses- 
sion of the worthless yellow dross. 
If no nation used it for money, the 
stuff would be a drug on the mar¬ 
ket at not more than fifty cents 
for what now sells for twenty dol¬ 
lars. This gold money is made re¬ 
deemable in taxes and public dues 
and is made a legal tender for 
debts of all kinds. This is what 
gives it its value, it is what gives 
value to any and all money. Gold 
is coined into money and handed 
buck to the owner, and hence the 
uncoined gold is always worth the 
same as the coined gold, except at 
remote places, where it is worth 
some less, because of the expense 
of transporting it to the mints. 
Why some people still hold the 
superstitious idea that gold is mon¬ 
ey by nature is more than we can 
understand, unless they haven’t 
given the subject any serious 
thought. A few years ago they 
thought that silver was also God’s 
money—natural money that could 
not fluctuate in value. Then they 
saw the big silver trade dollar, when 
it was not a legal tender, going for 
less than the smaller silver dollar 
which was a legal tender. They 
would have the two in their poses- 
sion, rattling in the same pocket. 
This ought to have at least set 
them to thinking. Later they saw 
the uncoined silver go down, down 
in price, while tho coined silver 
dollar, which was not redeemable 
in any other money, continued to 
be worth one hundred cents Then 
they were forced to believe that 
silver was not natural money. But 
they continued to worship the gol¬ 
den calf. They found an excuse in 
their change of opinion about sil¬ 
ver in the fact that there had been 
a large increase in the production 
of silver as compared with the pro¬ 
duction of gold. But now this ex¬ 
cuse is gone. The production of 
gold has increased and that of sil 
ver decreased. Money is a certifi¬ 
cate that may better be printed on 
paper than stamped on metal. The 
people will always be “hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” for a 
few idlers until they throw off the 
gold superstition.—Missouri World. 


Crop Conditions in Alabama. 


The weather bureau’s weekly 
summary of crop conditions, cov¬ 
ering last week, says the weather 
in Alabama has not been favora¬ 
ble for germination or growth of 
the cotton plant. It was too cool 
and too dry, except in the north¬ 
ern part of the state where favora¬ 
ble showers had fallen. The cotton 
is nearly all planted., but is coming 
up slowly. The stands are unsatis¬ 
factory, and much replanting will 
be necessary. 

The reports received from Ala¬ 
bama by the New York Journal of 
Commerce are of a similar nature 
as to .germination and poor stand. 
Warmth and moisture have been 
lacking. The correspondents of the 
Journal of Commerce say the scar- 
sity of labor has checked the ten¬ 
dency to an increase in acreage, 
“for apparently it is not so great 
as in the other states.” Fertilizers 
will, however, be freely used. Plan¬ 
ting was started early, but low 
temperatures have retarded growth, 
and the correspondents of the 
Journal of Comeree are about ev¬ 
enly divided as to seasonal develop¬ 
ment. 

The reports from Georgia and 
Mississippi are of a similar nature, 
both reporting dry, cool weather. 
Thoughout the cotton belt planting 
is nearly completed, and chopping 
is-in general progress. Stands are 
unsatisfactory as a rule, and re¬ 
planting is under consideration in 
nearly every cotton state. The crop 
has not secured a very good -start, 
and the expectation of a great in¬ 
crease in acreuge will not be met. 
The scarcityrof labor, low tempera¬ 
tures and droughty conditions 
are all pulling against a heavy gain 
■in acreage. The conditions in Ala¬ 
bama •fairly represent the condi¬ 
tions in other states, and the con¬ 
ditions here do not, when viewed 
together, point to an unusual crop. 
—Age-Herald.

The Situation as to Cotton 
Growing in the South. 


If cotton is to be grown at all, it 
is the part of wisdom to take the 
various steps, in view of the entire 
conditions, to grow it well. 

The time may come when the ad¬ 
vantages of the South in relation 
to the growing of this great 6taple 
may be less than they are at pres¬ 
ent; but that time has not yet come, 
and until it does, cotton will be 
king in the South one of the kings 
of the entire farming world-at the 
same time that the premium will 
be to those who do this work in the 
best manner. 

Certainly, nothing is ever likely 
to come to the South to interfere 
with its splendid climatic and soil 
resources. These are in perpetuity; 
and whilst it may be wise to change 
from cotton to some other product, 
an increasing population for the 
world must ever mean new advan¬ 
tages for a country with such na¬ 
tural resources. 

The immediate problem in regard 
to cotton, which the South now 
has to solve, is not so much one of 
foreign competition as one of de¬ 
predation from a pernicious insect. 
This is the topic now up for the 
most serious consideration in the 
cotton-growing States. 

The present order of visit by an 
insect is not of so new a kind as 
might at first glance be supposed. 
Continuous use of ground for any¬ 
one crop invariably leads to an out¬ 
come of this sort; for there is 
hardly a crop that is not specially 
liked and visited by some one in¬ 
sect; and for any single form of 
vegetation to be long maintained 
in a single spot must therefore 
mean the increaee there of tho in¬ 
sect with the particular preference. 

This, and no more and no less, 
is the fact for the cotton country 
and the boll weevil. 

The chief way of fighting the 
enemy in this and every similar 
case is by rotation of crops. In 
this manner the supplies required 
by the deperdator get cut off and 
at the same time an enriching 
change of occupation is given to 
the ground. 

A study of this insect enemy of 
the cotton crop shows that its de¬ 
predations can be greatly reduced 
by early planting and the employ¬ 
ment of a Variety of cotton noted 
for maturing sooner than do most 
kinds. 

Many are the ways in which the 
fight on this account can proceed. 
Fertilizers calculated to make quick 
maturing should he used. There 
should be no place in this war for 
the slovenly farmer who allows 
trash to accumulate on his .place, 
which trash acts as harbor for the 
insects of the harmful class. 

If a round of cropping is made 
in accordance with' these sugges¬ 
tions, opportunity is not given for 
the permanent settlement of the 
farmer’s insect enemies. Where no 
change is made from year to year 
every part of the farm is likely to 
be reached by insect enemies. Even 
the permanent weeds on places 
thus conducted—thus neglected, we 
should say-rpay be as regular start¬ 
ing .points from which the worst 
insect can go forth to become gen¬ 
eral enemies. 

The idea sis to rotate and thus 
the better fit the Soil for service in 
man’s best interest. Tliero ought 
to be no resting place for man’s 
insect enemies or for the weeds 
that work injury only.—Home and 
Farm.

Free Delivery Routes. 

Editor Advocate, Columbiana, Ala. 
Dear Sir:—We have now flffy*#ix rur¬ 
al delivery routes in the Fourth Con¬ 
gressional District of Alabama al¬ 
ready established and between thirty 
and forty petitions pending. 

It is my ambition to have one hun¬ 
dred routes established if possible, by 
January the first. It is difficult to 
overstate the great importance of this 
service to our rural communities, and 
it is of almost as much, if not quite as 
much importance to the towns from 
which the service originated. 

I have been making an earnest ef¬ 
fort to have a special agent in my dis¬ 
trict to investigate the tending peti¬ 
tions, and I now inclose you a copy of 
a letter from the Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General, which explaius 
the delay. From this letter I infer 
that some time during the summer I 
can safely rely upon a special agent. 

They claim that preference is given 
as far as practicable to priority of- 
filing. In order to get this service 
extended to communities which do 
not now have it and which have no 
petitions pending, requests should be 
sent in to me as soon as possible. I 
will furnish any one desiring the 
same witli all necessary blanks and 
information and will file the petitions 
promptly in the order in which they 
are received. 

I shall make an earnest effort to 
have a special agent in my district in 
tlie summer to remain there until his 
work is finished, but in any event it 
will be of advantage to any communi¬ 
ty desiring this service to forward pe¬ 
titions just as soon as possible. With 
just a little more help I can have the 
one hundred routes established by the 
first of next January. Can we not 
put our shoulders to the wheel and 
get it done?

Hon. Sydney J. Bowie, House of 
Representatives. Sir: Replying to 
your letter of ’ the 4th instant from 
Anniston, Ala., urging that the pend¬ 
ing petitions for rural free delivery 
service in your district be investigat¬ 
ed, you are advised that the Depart¬ 
ment is expediting this work as rapid¬ 
ly as possible consistent with good 
service. As you are aware petitions 
are being taken up in their order of 
filing. The oldest petition in your 
district was filed October, 1903, and 
there are still pending in Alabama 
and other States in the Southern Di¬ 
vision a considerable number of peti¬ 
tions filed previous to that time. It 
is hoped that work may be taken up 
in your district early in the coming 
summer.

The masses of the people owe to 
the reform movement a debt of 
gratitude for the preservation of 
the greenback and the coinage of 
the present stock of silver dollars. 
What claim has either old party 
on the people for anything done 
within forty years? “Why,” some 
one replies, “the Greenbackers and 
Populists never had a majority in 
congress. Are not the old parties 
entitled to the credit oi saving the 
greenback and coining the silver?” 
Not entitled to a bit of credit. 
They did it to keep from being 
overthrown. The Greenback up¬ 
rising caused the adoption of the 
Bland silver law, and the repenl of 
that part of the so-called resump¬ 
tion act that provided for the de¬ 
struction of all of the greenback 
money. The Peoples Party up 
rising came near securing tho free 
coinage of silver in 1890, when 
what is known as the Sherman or 
silver purchase law was adopted. 
When the Cleveland administra¬ 
tion in 1893 repealed this law it 
was followed by a tremendous in¬ 
crease in the Populist vote, and 
early in ‘96 a tidal wave was on 
which looked like it would sweep 
the old parties from power. How 
this tidal wave was subdued is well 
known. But it is forming again.— 
Missouri World.

The production of beet sugar in 
Europe last year amounted to 5, 
910,000 tons. In the United States 
it approximated 500,000 tons. The 
consumption of beet and cane su¬ 
gar in this country during that 
period was 2,570,000 tons. 

The English are thegreatest con¬ 
sumers of sugar, the amount used 
per inhibilant last year reaching 
89.8 pounds. Large us this individ¬ 
ual average was, it was less by 
eight pounds than in the two pre¬ 
vious years. The consumption in 
the United States is 66,39 pounds 
per inhabitant. The lowest rate of 
consumption is in Bulgaria, where 
it is 6.11. In Italy it fails to 7.37 
and in Spain to 10-91.

The use of potato alcohol to fur¬ 
nish light, heat and'motive power 
has been developed rapidly-and to 
a very high degree in Germany. 
Germany produces about 55,000,000 
tons of potatoes a year, and uses 
for human food, stock food and 
starch only about .35,000,000 tons. 
The remainder is converted into al¬ 
cohol, and used as a powei\genera- 
tor for both land and water motors, 
■and for cooking, heating and light¬ 
ing. The alcohol vapor is burned 
like gas, in chandeliers and street 
lamps, and gives a very bright 
Iigttt. in districts distant from 
mines it is cheaper than coal.

ERTAIN things in ani¬ 
mal life lead me to sus¬ 
pect that animals have 
some means of communi¬ 
cation with one another 
especially the gregarious 
ftnimals, that is quite independent of 
What we mean by language. It is 
like an interchange or blending of 
subconscious states, and may be an¬ 
alogous to telepathy among human be¬ 
ings. Observe what a unit a flock of 
birds becomes when performing their 
evolutions in the air. They are not 
many, but one, turning and flashing 
in the sun. with a unity and a precision 
that it would be hard to imitate. One 
may see a flock of shore birds that be¬ 
have as one body; now they turn to 
the sun a sheet of silver; then, as their 
dark backs are presented to the behold¬ 
er, they almost disappear against the 
shore or the clouds. It would seem as 
if they all shared iu a communal mind 
or spirit, and that what one felt they 
all felt at the same instant. 

In Jamaica I many times saw large 
schools of mullets fretting and 
breaking the surface of the water with 
what seemed to be the tips of their 
tails; a large area would be agitated 
and rippled by the backs or tails of 
a host of fishes. Then suddenly, 
while you looked, there would be one 
splash and every fish would dive. It 
was a multitude, again, acting as one 
body. Hundreds, thousands of tails 
slapped the water at the same instant 
and were gone. 

When the passenger pigeons were 
numbered by millions, the enormous 
clams used to migrate from one part 
of the continent to another. I saw 
the last flight up the Hudson River 
valley in the spring of 1876. All day 
they streamed across the sky. One 
purpose seemed to animate every 
flock and every bird. It was as if all 
had orders to move to the same point. 
The pigeons came only when there 
was beechmast in the woods. How 
did they know we had had a beech¬ 
nut year? It is true that a few strag¬ 
gling bands were usually seen some 
days in advance of the blue myriads; 
were these the scouts, and did they re¬ 
turn with the news of the beech-nuts? 
If so, how did they communicate the 
intelligence and set the whole mighty 
army in motion? 

“A COMMUNITY OF MIND.” 

The migrations among the four- 
footed animals that sometimes occur 
over a large part of the country— 
among the rats, the gray squirrels, the 
reindeer of the north—seem to he of a 
similar character. How does every in¬ 
dividual come to share in the common 
purpose? An army of men attempting 
to move without leaders aud without a 
written or spoken language becomes a 
disorganized mob. Not so the animals. 
There seems to be a community of 
mind among them in a sense that there 
is not among men. The pressure of 
great danger seems to develop in a de¬ 
gree this community of mind and feel¬ 
ing among men. Under strong excite¬ 
ment we revert more or less to the ani¬ 
mal state, and are ruled by instinct 
It may be well that telepathy—the 
power to project one’s mental or emo¬ 
tional state so as to impress a friend 
at a distance—is a power which we 
have carried over from our remote ani¬ 
mal ancestors. However this may be, 
it .is certain that the sensitiveness of 
birds and quadrupeds to the condition 
of one another, their sense of a com¬ 
mon danger, of food supplies, of the 
direction of home under all circum 
stances, point to the possession of a 
power which is only rudimentary to us 

Some observers explain these things 
on the theory that the flocks of birds 
have leaders, and that their surprising 
evolutions are guided by calls or sig¬ 
nals from these leaders, too quick or 
too fine for our eyes or ears to catch. 
I suppose they would explain the 
movements of schools of fish and the 
simultaneous movements of a large 
number of wild animals on the same 
theory. I can not accept this explana¬ 
tion. It is harder for me to believe 
that a flock of birds has a code of calls 
or signals for all its evolutions—now 
right, now left, now mount, now swoop 
—which each individual understands 
on the instant, or that the host's of wild 
pigeons had their captains and signals, 
that to believe that out of the flocking 
instinct there has grown some other in¬ 
stinct or faculty, less understood, but 
equally potent, that puts all the mem¬ 
bers of a flock in such complete rap¬ 
port with one another that the purpose 
and the desire of one become the pur¬ 
pose and the desire of all. There is 
nothing in this state of things analogus 
to a military organization. The rela¬ 
tion among the members of the flock is 
rather that of creatures sharing spon¬ 
taneously the same subconscious or 
psychic state, and acted upon by the 
same hidden influence, in a way and to 
a degree that never occur among men. 

The faculty or power by which ani¬ 
mals find their way home over or 
across long stretches of country is 
quite as mysterious and incomprehen¬ 
sible to us as the spirit of the flock to 
which I refer. A hive of bees evident¬ 
ly has a collective purpose and plan 
that does not emanate from any single 
individual or group of individuals, and 
which is understood by all without out¬ 
ward communication. 


Dodging the Tax Collector. 

In the American citizen’s attitude to¬ 
ward his debt to the State, at least so 
far as the rich are concerned, is per¬ 
ceived a steadily strengthening inclina¬ 
tion to make fewer and less insistent 
demands upon himself. He discards 
the high sense of honor required by his 
social code and resorts to various de¬ 
vices, scarcely stopping short of down¬ 
right perjury to dodge the tax collec¬ 
tor.— Boston Advertiser, _-

Port Arthur 


ARRESTS OF OFFICERS 


Vice Admiral Togo’s official recital 
of the latest engagement off Port Ar- 
tnur shows that the Japanese have 
blocked the entrance to the harbor. 
On Tuesday morning after the block¬ 
ading flotilla had been scattered by a 
gale and the commander of the flo¬ 
tilla had signalled that the attempt ho 
abandoned, the crews of the separate 
ships, not daunted by the weather, 
proceeded to the work on their own 
initiative. Five of the Japanese block¬ 
ading ships were jammed into the in¬ 
ner channel and prevented egress 
from the harbor to all excepting 
small boats. Although Togo avoided 
damage to a single one of hi s vessels, 
the attack proved to be expensive in 
lives. 

Port Arthur is cut off from all com¬ 
munication by land, the Japanese hav¬ 
ing disembarked in its rear, occupied 
the railroad and cut the telegraph. 
Vice Admiral Skrydloff, who is en 
route tc Port Arthur to take command 
of the naval forces in the far east, 
will be unable to reach his destina¬ 
tion. 

General Kuropatkin has sent the fol¬ 
lowing telegram under date of May 
7th: “Lieutenant General Zassalitch 
reports that the enemy’s cavalry and 
units of their advance guard occu¬ 
pied Feng Wang Cheng today. Our 
cavalry and units withdrew towards 
Schlind Jane.” 

The Japanese legation has received 
the following dispatch dated May 8th: 
“General Kuroki, commandant of the 
First army corps, reports that on May 
6th our cavalry detachment dispersed 
the enemy at Feng Wang Cheng, 
which was immediately occupied by 
our infantry detachment. The enemy 
burned ammunition before evacuating 
the stronghold. Natives say that the 
number of Russians who were carried 
on litters through Feng Wang Cheng 
on May 2d amounted to eight hun¬ 
dred. It is believed that the total 
c'asualties of the enemy exceeded three 
thousand.” 

The Russian admiralty expects to 
be able to continue Communication 
with Port Arthur in spite of cutting 
off of the telegraph line. Masts for 
use in wireless telegraphy have been 
erected at the fortress. Trained car¬ 
rier pigeons also were sent to Port 
Arthur some time ago. The admiral¬ 
ty is in possession of specific informa¬ 
tion to the effect that the harbor of 
Port Arthur is open. 

It is reported that the Japanese 
have captured Dalny, and that the 
Russians are leaving New Chwang. 

The Japanese captured Feng Wang 
Cheng on Friday. It was the second 
line of the Russian defense. 

The casualties in the last attempt 
of the Japanese fleet to block Port Ar¬ 
thur, May 3d, are one commander and 
six men killed; four men seriously and 
five officers and eleven men slightly 
wounded, fourteen officers and seven¬ 
ty-four men missing. 

A Russian report says: “Our losses 
of April 30th and May 1st altogether 
amounted to seventy superior and sub¬ 
altern officers and 2,323 men killed, 
wounded or taken prisoners. Of this 
total, 1,081 were left on the battle¬ 
field, hut it is not known whether 
they were killed or wounded. It was 
absolutely impossible to bring away 
the guns and machine guns.” 

Grand Duke Cyril, eldest son of 
Grand Duke .Vladimir, and a cousin 
of the emperor, has returned to St. 
Petersburg from the far east. The 
first announcement made by Grand 
Duke Cyril on his arrival -was that he 
intended to return to the far east with 
the Russian Baltic squadron. 

It is reported as certain that Vice¬ 
roy Alexieff will be recalled at the 
instance of Vice Admiral Skrydloff 
and General Kuropatkin, and that the 
czar’s cousin, Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicolaievitch, will replace him. 


Of the Mississippi Debenture Com¬ 
pany Have Been Made, 

The federal grand jury which ad¬ 
journed Friday night brought in in¬ 
dictments against the officers of the 
Mississippi Debenture Company, which 
has been operating for some years 
at Jackson, Mis% Those indicted 
were: A. V. Smith, secretary; C. P, 
King, vice president, Jackson; J. W 
Hughes, president, Louisville; S. H 
Abbey, Crystal Springs, former presi 
dent, and L. O. Robbins, of New Or 
leans, former vice president. Messrs 
Smith, King and Abbey -were arrest¬ 
ed by United States marshals and put 
under a $5,000 appearance bond. The 
indictments were found on the testi¬ 
mony of a number of persons who al¬ 
leged that they have been paying 
money into the concern which has 
not lived up to its contracts. Some 
days ago the Mississippi Debenture 
Company was thrown into the hands 
of a receiver on application of a New 
Orleans bondholder. 

The Mississippi Debenture Company 
was started by people some six years 
ago, but when the debenture compa¬ 
nies were driven out of Louisiana the 
Mississippi company took up the busi¬ 
ness of the Louisiana Debenture Com¬ 
pany. The arrests have created some¬ 
what of a sensation. 

The company, which had a large 
number of bondholders, had only six 
hundred dollars in assets, so the re¬ 
ceiver appointed by the state courts 
reports. 


Panama Will Invest $6,000,000 in 
American Securities. 

Jose Euseby Morales and Ricardo 
Arias have been appointed by Presi¬ 
dent Amador a special commission to 
receive the $6,000,000 which the gov¬ 
ernment of Panama is to invest in 
American securities. Morales and 
Arias will sail for New York this 
week.

Mr. Walker had been 
in poor health for several months past, 
hut his condition did not become 
alarming until Tuesday. Mr. Walker 
was about 43 years of age. He was 
associated at one time with Governor 
Jelks on the Eufaula Times. 

Early in the eighties Mr. Walker se¬ 
cured a department clerkship in Wash¬ 
ington, and in 1885 Mr. Cleveland ap¬ 
pointed him consul to Dunfermline, 
Scotland. He filled the office for near¬ 
ly five years and in 1893 Mr. Cleve¬ 
land sent him as consul to Cork. He 
remained there about a year after Mr. 
Cleveland retired from the presidency. 


At Anniston Next. 

Anniston was decided upon as the 
convention city for the seventy-fourth 
annual session of the Episcopalian 
council and May 9 as the date. 

Grace church, of Anniston, made 
the council a proposition to turn over 
to them the Noble institute, provided 
they would endow same with $50,000, 
with, the understanding that same 
should he used as a state school for 
young ladles. Quite*a discussion en¬ 
sued, after which it was decided to 
try to raise $1,000 by the first of Jan¬ 
uary, this amount to be expended in 
making an effort in getting the $50,000. 


The Largest Warrant. 

On Saturday' Secretary Shaw, of the 
treasury, signed a warrant for $40,- 
000,000, which will be delivered to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. as disbursing agents 
of this government on account of the 
Panama canal purchase. The warrant 
is dated May 9th. This warrant is 
many times larger than any warrant 
ever before Issued by this government. 
The largest sum previously covered 
by a single government warrant wf$i 
for $7,200,000, paid to Russia in 1868 
on account of the Alaskan purchase. 


Fatally Injured. 

R. L. Martin, a young white man, 
fell from a Western of Alabama rail¬ 
way train and sustained injuries 
which will prove fatal. 

LATER—R. L. Martin, the young 
man who was run over by the Western 
of Alabama train and thought to be 
fatally injured, has a chance for his 
life. The injury was a frightful one, 
the left leg being crushed so that the 
surgeons upon reaching the wounded 
man clipped the leg from the body 
with a pair of scissors. He may after 
all pull through, though the doctors 
will not hold out any encouragement.

Good records were made by the 
Iowa’s guns in the annual target prac¬ 
tice just completed at Pensacola.

This equals the record 
made by the British ship Ocean in 
1902, when she broke the world’s rec¬ 
ord, and in the case of the Iowa the 
record is all the mere creditable be¬ 
cause her guns are of an old type.

The boat will be modern 
and substantial and will be one hun¬ 
dred and twenty-five feet long with a 
twenty-six foot beam. The company 
owns now ten barges. The boat will 
be run by a one-hundred ’ and fifty 
horse power engine and an eighteen- 
foot wheel. It will take four months 
to complete the work and it will be 
ready for the fall trade. 


New Iron Making Method. 

Tests are being made in the Bir¬ 
mingham district with fluorine, a re¬ 
fined product of fluorspar found in the 
district. This product has been re¬ 
cently made and tried in other places, 
and is proving successful. It is esti¬ 
mated that two pounds of fluorine will 
remove all but the merest trace of 
sulphur and phosphorous from a ton 
of iron

Sugar From Sweet Potatoes. 


The Sentinel says the Populist 
demagogues and traitors have 
ruined the county. It said when 
the Democrats turned over the 
reigns of, the county to the Popu¬ 
list that there were sixteen thous¬ 
and dollars in the treasury and 
that the present administration 
had wasted that and the county 
was badly in debt.

Over half of the sugar product 
of the world is extracted - from 
beets, and yet at tile outset of thc- 
moveuient the beet root was sim¬ 
ply a local food product, contain 
ing about seven per cent of sugar 
only. ’The scientists took hold of 
it, and tlu-y have succeeded in car¬ 
rying its saccharine contents to an 
average of 14 per cent, or a maxi 
mum of 20 per cent. 

The increase in sugar in the beet 
was effected by taking a core out 
of each 100 or 1000 beet, roots, tag 
gina both roots and cores, and, af¬ 
ter analyzing each core, discarding 
the roots of low saccharine quality 
and preserving those of high an 
ulymis for the purpose of raising 
seed from them the following s*m- 
tuer, I’he seed thus obtained was 
sown and the process of analysis 
repeated, and so on year after year, 


A subscriber at summit, Miss., 
asks that we tell about the irisli 
potato. Not very long ago we dis 
cussed this subject at some length 
in these columns; but as we areal- 
ways receiving new subscriptions 
we expect to have to go over ground 
like this at no very remote inter¬ 
vals again and again; doing so 
with such new light as may become 
known to in the interval and with 
tho freshness that comes from go¬ 
ing over the same field in a varie 
ty of directions. 

It should be understood that, it 
is almost impossible to state all the 
points for even a particular situa¬ 
tion, so that every detail in a mat¬ 
ter of this kind will be fully met. 
The most that we can-do in an uf 
fair of the sort is to cover all the 
main points. Tills is what we pro¬ 
pose to do in the particular case 
now before us. 

The Irish potato requies a good 
deal of moistme, and so it can 
stand a soil heavier in the South 
at least than can the general run 
of vegetables-a soil just suited to 
this one that is both fertile and 
deep. Land that is cold', stiff, clay¬ 
ey, usually faiis to give a profita¬ 
ble return. 

Dr. Laws, famous on account of 
his work at the Kot-hamsted Ex 
periment Station, in discussing the 
cultivation of tlie Irish potato, 
says: “If you want, to grow large 

crops of potatoes, you must be lib¬ 
eral in your supply' of water as 
well as of food ” The Irish potato 
crop requires ruin plentifully and 
regularly. 

It, is recommended that its culti¬ 
vation can be“deep and thorough, 
so that there will be no difficulty 
for the plant to find moisture. 
Thorough plowing will compensate 
in a way for nitrogenous fertili¬ 
zers. This is a point that appears 
to be thoroughly established, 
though not usually known or ac¬ 
cepted.

Analysis of the sweet potato 
made by government chemist show 
as large a percentage of sugar as 
the beet formerly contained, and 
the hope is entertained that the 
saccharine contents of the sweet 
potato can be increased by select¬ 
ion and cultivation fully as much 
as were those contents of the root. 
It- ia this talk that the department 
of agriculture proposes to under¬ 
take especially if congress sanct¬ 
ions its plans. 

This is a sugar consuming coun¬ 
try, and if the sweet potato and 
yam can be brought up to the beet 
in point of saccharine contents, a 
wide section of the south would 
be greatly benefitted. It would 
give the south another money crop, 
and a great industry, for the beet 
sugar factory must lie located near 
fields that grow the roots it con 
sumes. Those roots will not stand 
heavy transportation charges,— 
Age Herald. 


New varieties of plants are offer¬ 
ed every season, and seeds are of all 
kinds and for all climates. There 
is no doubt of the fact that the var¬ 
ieties of fruits a;ul‘vegetables are 
improving every year, but it is 
well not to expect too much of new 
varieties. It will be of great ad¬ 
vantage to farmers, however, if 
they will test some of tiie latest 
kinds by using a packet of seeds 
of a few plants, but it is not safe 
to discard an old variety until a 
better on has been tested. Varie 
ties which thrive and do well in 
some sections and on certain soils 
mav be worthless on others, there 
is always some particular variety 
of corn that will give more saris 
factory yield on certain farms than 
any other, a- a variety may thrive 
well in one section and disappoint 
in another. It will not be.advisable 
for one to procure seed corn of a 
grower because lie secured an on 
ormous yrield, but hold ori to the 
old variety until the new candidate 
for favor has been tested. The sol 
ection of the seed corn is where 
the best judgment is necessary. By 
judicious selection of seed of all 
kinds good qualities may be bred 
into a variety ae.d bad qualities 
bred out. Both faithfulness and 
vitality cat.- be increased by select¬ 
ion. if a farmer will aet^apart a 
plot upon which to grow his seed

“For my part, I believe the reason for 
the recent epidemic of wrecks,” said 
a commercial traveler in the smoking 
compartment of a. Pullman car, “is 
due to the-fact that the nerves of the 
engineers are brought to such a high 
tension after a number of bad acci¬ 
dents that they lose control of them¬ 
selves.” 

“That’s just where you are wrong,” 
quietly said a gray-haired man with a 
tanned, weather-beaten face, who sat 
near the window smoking a cigar., “I 
think you will all credit me with 
knowing what I am talking about, as 
I have been a railroad engineer for the 
last 30 years; have run all kinds of en¬ 
gines, from a mine dummy to a hun¬ 
dred-ton passenger engine with a sev¬ 
en-foot wheel, and have railroaded on 
all the principal lines in the United 
States. 

“The great majority of people seem 
to have the idea that the engineer of 
a fast train is always in fear of run- 
ins and collisions, and that he is under 
such a nervous strain that he some¬ 
times has to be lifted from the cab 
when he reaches the end of his run. 
That isn’t so. An engineer has too 
many duties, such as watching his sig¬ 
nals, keeping water in his engine, and 
seeing that he is on his schedule time, 
to have much time to worry himself 
about accidents that are likely to hap¬ 
pen. As long as he pays the proper at¬ 
tention to his own train he knows that 
is al he can do, and that if anything 
goes wrong it is beyond his control. 
So he doesn’t take up any of his time 
worrying. Accidents will happen, no 
matter how much care is taken to pre¬ 
vent them, and sometimes there can’t 
be found any reason for them, but you 
may be sure that they are never 
caused through the engineer losing his 
nerve. 

“If an engineer were under half the 
strain most people suppose him to be 
he wouldn’t last a dozen trips, but you 
will find that men live to grow old at 
engineering, just the same as at any 
other work—that is, if they are suited 
to the business and have no bad luck. 
As a rule they are men of good, strong 
nerves and with little imagination. Of 
course, I don’t mean that all engineers 
are alike. There are good and ordi¬ 
nary and fast and slow engineers. And 
it is a curious fact that it is not always 
the slow, cautious man who gets along 
with the fewest accidents. 

“One of the fastest engineers I ever 
knew was one of the safest, and yet he 
would come safely through after tak¬ 
ing chances that would have made an¬ 
other man’s hair stand on end. One 
thing he did I’ll remember all my 
life. I was firing for him at the time 
and I thought that this was the last of 
us. We came into the station hauling 
an accommodation train, with the en¬ 
gine running on one side—that is, the 
gear on one side had broken down and 
he had disconnected it, taken off the 
side rods, and tied up the piston. All 
the power thus had to come from the 
good side. This doesn’t interfere with 
an engine’s speed—at least going 
down hill—but of course she is much 
more likely to give way in that condi¬ 
tion than when she is in good order. 

“The station was at the top of a 
steep grade and we were coming down. 
Our train had just five minutes to get 
to the next station, at the bottom of 
the hill, four and a half miles below, 
and side track for an express coming 
from the opposite direction. 

“Well, the engineer wanted to make 
the run. but the conductor got off the 
train and said that he didn’t want to 
commit suicide. If the engineer was 
bound to kill himself he would have 
to do it alone, said the conductor, but 
he finally was persuaded to get aboard, 
and away we went. Never before or 
since have I had such a ride. From 
the way we flew down that grade I 
thought we would never reach the bot¬ 
tom except in a pile. But we reached 
the side track safely, after all, and 
pulled into it just in time to miss the 
express, for it came through a mo¬ 
ment later as fast as it. could travel, as 
its engineer made a dash for the grade, 
and it didn’t miss the rear end of our 
hind coach six inches as it was drawn 
into the siding. 

“Yet that engineer is still running, 
and he has had fewer accidents than 
many a slower and more careful man. 

“There is always a certain amount 
of excitement in the life of an engi- 
ner, but it gets to be just the same as 
any other work a man is doing year in 
and year out. I sometimes see pic¬ 
tures in magazines showing the engi¬ 
neer in a confab with his fireman. 
His train all the time supposed to be 
traveling at a gait of a mile a minute. 
You will never see anything like that 
in real life. An engineer always must 
have his hand on the throttle and his 
eyes glued straight ahead. The frac¬ 
tion of a second sometimes will make 
all the difference in the world, for you 
are likely to find a signal set against 
you at the most unexpected places, 
and it is strictly necessary that you 
see it just as soon as you can. 

“While going along with an express 
as fast as the engine could turn a 
wheel the other day I came suddenly 
upon a brakeman waving a red flag. I 
threw on the air and then reversed the 
engine, for I could tell by the way the 
brakeman was waving that we were 
close on his train. Well, we came to 
a stop not an engine’s length from the 
engine of a way train that had crossed 
on my track to get some cars out of a 
siding, and hadn’t time to get out of 
my way. The brakeman had had hard 
work to get up the track far enough 
to give me the warning, so that I 
would have room to stop in. If I had 
been having oue of those chats that 
you see in the pictures there would 
have been a grand smash-up, and I 
wouldn’t be talking to you now. 

“Some years ago when Robert Gar¬ 
rett was vice-president of the Balti¬ 
more and Ohio railroad, he came to 
Grafton, West Va... with a number of 
friends in a train made up of private 
cars bound west. Ho wanted to reach 
Parkersburg, the end of the next divi¬ 
sion, as fast as it was possible to run 
there. This division—104 miles long 
—was the roughest on the whole road, 
which was saying a good deal at that 


went up hill and down through the 
whole distance. Some of the grades 
were over 120 feet to the mile and five 
miles long, not to speak of the sharp 
curves. Of course, fast time was al¬ 
most out of the question. 

“George Robinet, one of the fastest 
engineers on the road, had charge of 
the special train. The first stop was 
to be Clarksburg, 22 1-2 miles away. 
George took his train as fast as he 
could up the hills, and when he 
I'eached the top he would simply let it 
drop down the other side. He reached 
Clarksburg in 22 minutes with a party 
of thoroughly scared passengers. 
When the train stopped at the station 
Mr. ,Garrett came forward to the en¬ 
gine and thanked Robinet for his fine 
run, but said that he had changed his 
mind about being in a hury to reach 
Parkersburg, and ordered him to pro¬ 
ceed at a reduced gait. The fast run 
ended right there, and may be it was 
a good thing it did, for if he had kept 
on at such speed the train probably 
would have landed at the bottom of a 
ravine. 

“Afterward, while Robinet was run¬ 
ning a fast rain on the Baltimore and 
Ohio, between Baltimore and Phila¬ 
delphia, his engine jumped from the 
rails when it was going over the 
bridge crossing the Susquehanna river 
at Havre de Grace. Md. Nobody to 
this day knows what caused the en¬ 
gine to leave the track. It was one 
of the things for which there is no ex¬ 
planation. 

“This bridge is fully 150 feet above 
the surface of the water, and has no 
sides at one part of it. There is just the 
under framework, with the crossties 
and rails laid on top. The train was 
going fairly fast at the time, and after 
leaving the rails the engine bumped 
along the ci-oss ties for a hundred feet 
before coming to a stop, the guard rail 
being the only thing that saved the 
whole train from going over into the 
river. A glance out of a car window 
at this point is enough to make a per¬ 
son dizzy, so you can imagine the ef¬ 
fect this had on Robinet. The expe¬ 
rience caused his hair to turn snow 
white in a single day. But even that 
didn’t make him lose his nerve, and to 
this day he is running one of the fast¬ 
est trains over the same division.”— 
New York Sunday Times. 


oldest plow in America. According to 
tradition the plow la two hundred and 
fifty years old, having been brought 
over by the Dutch to New Amsterdam 
in 1854. It remained in one family for 
over two hundred years and then was 
purchased at an auction sale by the 
Sather of the present owner. This, 
they say, is the plow which was used 
in breaking the ground for the famous 
Hackettstown-German Valley turnpike 
over which the revolutionary forces 
drew their cannon after the battle of 
Trenton, and when they were on their 
way to the defense of the famous 
Jockey Hollow road. It is built on 
the same principal as plows of today, 
except it has a wooden moldboard and 
a wrought iron share. All the nuts 
have tail burrs on them for tightening 
and loosening with a hammer, for in 
the old days there were no wrenches. 
There Is but one handle which is to 
be held with the left hand, the right 
hand for guiding the horse. 

Ernest Delinge, late secretary of 
Don Jame de Bourbon, son of Don Car¬ 
los, pretender to the Spanish throne, 
was sentenced to ten months’ impris¬ 
onment for pawning the famous jew¬ 
eled necklace of Marie Antoinette, 
which descended to Don Jame.

A KINGDOM OF GODS. 


No Less Than 8,000,000 Worshipped 
by the Japanese. 

Japan cannot yet be said to be a 
Christian country, remarked the Rev. 
George Mannington, in an address at 
the Congregational church, New Mal¬ 
den, though there is a great deal that 
is Christian in it, and large numbers 
of the people are really Christians. 
But Christianity is cei’tainly not the 
chief religion; Buddhism occupies that 
place, says the London Daily News. 

Buddhism, he continued, is a very 
dreary sort of a l-eligion, for it teach¬ 
es that the chief purpose of man ought 
to be to deny himself his desires un¬ 
til he has none left; then he will be 
rewarded by losing his existence in 
nothingness. And yet Buddhism teach¬ 
es much that is good. It says you 
must be truthful, pure, honest and 
sober, and you must not kill; you 
must put away covetousness, deceit, 
anger, pride, suspicion, ingratitude and 
cruelty to animals; you must rev¬ 
erence your parents, obey your elders 
and be ever calm, resigned and for¬ 
giving. The people believe that those 
who fail in these duties will be born 
again in the form of animals and pass 
through great sufferings. But those 
who fulfil them will be born again 
in a higher state than before. But 
while much of this teaching is excel¬ 
lent, the Buddhist worship is idol¬ 
atrous. 

The people prostrate themselves be¬ 
fore idols, one of which, made of wood, 
is supposed to heal people of their ail¬ 
ments. If a man has a bad arm, for 
instance, he goes and rubs his right 
hand on the arm of the idol, and then 
with the same hand rubs his own 
arm, believing that healing virtue is 
communicated from the idol. 

Another religion of the Japanese is 
called Shintoism. This teaches the 
worship of the sun goddess and her 
descendants, the Japanese emperors, or 
mikados, as they are ^called. Then, 
again, departed heroes and learned 
men are worshipped. So, also, are the 
ancestors of the people, as in China. 
Little tablets recording the names of 
the deceased are hung up in the homes, 
and the Japanese children are taught 
to pray to them. And in most of the 
homes may be found some of all what 
are known as the seven household 
gods—the gods of riches, food, content¬ 
ment, long life, love, learning and 
fame. It is said that there are no 
less than eight millions of gods wor¬ 
shipped by the Japanese. 

Praying is made very easy. In the 
streets are tall posts with prayers 
printed on them, and with a small 
wheel attached. Anyone passing by 
can give the wheel a turn, and that 
counts as a prayer. The people in 
the second largest of the 3850 islands 
of which the empire is composed wor- ’ 
ship the bear, and reverence the sun, | 
moon, fire, wind and water. 


It is believed that before very long 
tho Dead sea will be exploited for in¬ 
dustrial purposes. French engineers 
are at work on three different projects. 
The level of the Dead sea being more 
than 1,300 feet below that of the Med¬ 
iterranean and Red seas, it is thought 
by connecting either of these two seas 
by means of a canal with the Dead 
sea a stream of water would flow with 
a velocity calculated to produce some 
25 horsepower. There is no danger, 
it is asserted, of an overflowing of 
the Dead sea, for the waters there 
evaporate at so great a rate (6,000,000 
tons a day) that the incoming waters 
would make no appreciable difference 
In the level. 


The mayor of a Russian village ap¬ 
peared before the council with face 
and head shaven, and declared that 
the shaving of face and head was a 
patriotic duty, and that Abraham had 
appeared to him and told him that 
hair on the head was a covenant of 
original sin, and ■that if Russia de¬ 
sired victory in the present war her 
sons must sacrifice their hair, mus- 
taohes, beards and eyebrows and even 
pull out their eyelashes. Each hair¬ 
less Russian meant death to a hun¬ 
dred Japanese. The council there¬ 
upon immediately decided to imitate 
the patriotic headman, and the next 
day every man, woman and child in 
the district was absolutely hairless. 

After a bitter clash between senti¬ 
ment and commercialism in Worces¬ 
ter, Mass., a bank has secured 
the right from the town and begun 
the erection of a banking house upon 
the site of the abandoned cemetery 
where the grandparents and great- 
grandparents of President Garfield 
were buried. No effort has been made 
to remove the remains of the mur¬ 
dered president’s forefathers. When 
members of the Garfield family were 
appealed to, they expressed a wish 
that the decision be left to the citi¬ 
zens. 


The Japanese sword is usually 
wielded with both hands. The cut¬ 
ting plays a much larger part In their 
sword play than the thrust and point.

England’s Worst Colony. 

England's worst colony is undoubt¬ 
edly British Honduras, situated at 
America’s very doors. It is a slice of 
.Central America, with a fine seaboard, 
fringing a large and wealthy country. 
It is not utilized by Great Britain 
and has no regular communication 
with the mother country. Its only 
connection with the outside world is 
by an occasional banana steamer from 
New Orleans or a leaky logwood 
schooner infested with cock-roaches. 
The colonists are a community of her¬ 
mits so far as the world is concerned 
They have no cable communication 
with auy part of the globe and they 
generally hear of a great event about 
six months after it has happened. 

They celebrated King Edward’s cor¬ 
onation on the day originally appoint¬ 
ed for it and did not hear of his ill¬ 
ness until weeks later. When at last 
the king was crowned his royal sub¬ 
jects in British Honduras were hold¬ 
ing intercession services to pray for 
bis recovery. Probably they are now 
rejoicing over the close of the Boer 
war, and in a month or two they will 
be exciting themselves over the Ven¬ 
ezuelan blockade— Boston Advertiser. 


The word “dun,” generally supposed 
to be derived from the French donney, 
owes its origin, according to an Eng¬ 
lish publication of 1708. to one Joe 
Dun, a famous bailiff of Lincoln in 
the time of Henry VII. Dun Is said 
to have been so shrewd in the man¬ 
agement of his, unpleasant business 
and so successful in the collection of 
debts that his name became proverb 
ial, and whenever a man refused to 
pay it grew into a prevalent custom 
to say, “Why don’t you ‘Dun’ him? 

During the fiscal year ending last 
June, the New York postoffice receiv¬ 
ed 1,354,902 sacks of “fully made up’’ 
mail, or 4,328 sacks for each working 
day in the year, which the postoffice 
merely received at the door and sent 
away intact.

President Roosevelt has been in¬ 
formed that the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany is preparing to present a bill 
for something over $1,000,000 for work 
done by that corporation on the ditch 
since the appraisement by our com¬ 
mission a year or so ago.

Simultaneous raids on twenty-two 
alleged New York pool rooms and pool 
room exchanges were made by the po¬ 
lice. At many places the police had 
to batter down specially constructed 
iron and steel doors and to gain en¬ 
trance through barred windows. Sev¬ 
enty persons were taken and many tel¬ 
ephones and telegraph instruments 
were confiscated, besides a number of 
books and racing charts that were 
found in the rooms. 

President Clowry, of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, said that 
the abolition of the company’s racing 
department announced by him on 
Thursday is to be permanent. He al¬ 
so said that the company will not 
lease wires to pool rooms. The com¬ 
pany’s branch offices at the race 
tracks will be maintained for the 
transmission of such messages as may 
he offered in the ordinary course of 
business. 

“We have stopped our racing news 
service absolutely all over the United 
States, and we are doing no business 
in that line. We can not refuse mes¬ 
sages that are filed with us in the reg¬ 
ular course of business, because they 
contain racing news. We have to ac¬ 
cept them and transmit them as com¬ 
mon carriers. _ 

ALABAMA COTTON. 

Continued Drought and Cold Weather 
Have Retarded Growth. 

In a statement Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture Poole tells of crop conditions 
in a number of southern states, espe¬ 
cially dwelling on cotton conditions. 
The report says: 

"There has been an increase of G 
per cent in the acreage of cotton. 
While this increase has been set aside 
for cotton the acreage actually planted 
has not reached an average crop, ow 
ing to the protracted drought during 
the entire spring. The stands are gen¬ 
erally the poorest for many years. 

"Rams have fallen in middle and 
northeastern Alabama, but not suf¬ 
ficient for the needs of the crop. 
Southeast Alabama has received little, 
if any rain, and the crops are suffer 
ing. Bugs, of some description, a new 
and unnamed species, have attacked 
the crop in southeast Alabama, arid 
are doing some damage.” 


The Causes of Cynicism. 

Cynicism is never a native quality 
of the mind. It always has its birth 
in some unhappy experience. The 
young man finds Diat the giri who 
has gathered up for him all the har¬ 
mony' and melody of earth rings hol¬ 
low at the test, and he drops his lyri¬ 
cal language and becomes cynical of 
women. The citizen of Boston has na¬ 
turally grown cynical of newspapers. 
The candidate for public, office who 
lias been definitely retired to private 
life by being “knifed” at the polls dis¬ 
trusts party politics. A man publishes 
a novel and thenceforth is cynical of 
the publishers of novels. Yet those 
misfortunes have their salutary aspect. 
The disappointed -lover, generalizing 
bitterly upon the sex, is not always 
implacable. A cooler judgment tem¬ 
pers and restores his passion, gives it 
another object and so guides him to a 
safer if less gusty and emotional 
love. The citizen of Boston, the be¬ 
trayed candidate, the blighted young 
novelist, all have for their condition, 
even though they know it not, a val¬ 
uable compensation, for the very event 
that has brought them to this pass of 
reasonable cynicism ha3 stirred their 
; indignation—yes, in spite of their 
seeming inertness, indignation is now 
smoldering.—Arthur Stanwood Pier, in 
Atlantic Monthly.

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TWO JAPANESE VESSELS SUNK. 


And Russia Repulses Her Antagonists 
NearTeng Wang Oheng. 

The loss of life incurred by the 
sinking of the cruiser Yoshino includ¬ 
ed Captain Sayeki and Commander 
Hirowateri. Of the crew the number 
of those lest is unknown. 

Those who went down with the bat¬ 
tleship Hatsuse when she foundered 
were Commander Tsukamoto, Com¬ 
mander Viscount Niece and Com¬ 
mander Arimori. The Hatsuse was 
surely sunk by coming in contact 
with a submerged mine, and not by 
the attack of a submarine boat. 

The report that the battleship Shiki- 
s'hime was damaged and the battle¬ 
ship Fuji sunk is denied. 

The Japanese, numbering 20,000 
men, came upon 32,000 Russians in a 
strong position on Monday, sixty 
miles west of Feng Wang Cheng. It 
being unwise to risk a battle, the Jap¬ 
anese retreated in good order and with 
great rapidity. 

An unofficial Russian authority 
says a pitched battle was not fought, 
but rumor says there was considera¬ 
ble loss on both sides during the 
clashes with the Cossacks harassing 
the flanks uf the Japanese. This di¬ 
vision presumably was executing a 
reconnoissance. The pursuit Was 
checked when the main body of the 
Japanese was rejoined. 

This news apparently accounts for 
the withdrawal to an unknown desti¬ 
nation of warships and transports 
from Tower Hill, ten miles north of 
Kai Chou, Liao Tung peninsula. 

Admiral Togo reports that the bat¬ 
tleship Hatsuse sank off Port Arthur 
as a result of having struck mechan¬ 
ical mines. Naval men believe the 
battleship was sunk by a Whitehead 
torpedo fired from one of the Rus¬ 
sian destroyers. The fact that a flo¬ 
tilla of sixteen torpedo boat destroy¬ 
ers approached the Japanese vessel 
showed, they say, that the entrance 
of the harbor of Port Arthur is again 
open and what is left of the Russian 
fleet there is intact. 

Advices received at the Japanese 
legation from Tokio confirming the As¬ 
sociated Press account of the sinking 
of the cruiser Loshino and the bat¬ 
tleship Hatsuse state that after the 
Hatsuse had been struck by Russian 
mechanical mines, a Russian flotilla 
of sixteen torpedo boats and destroy¬ 
ers appeared, but were repulsed by 
the Japanese cruisers which saved 
300 of the Hatsuse’s crew, including 
Admiral Mashiba and Captain Na- 
kao. 


ALABAMA IS HONORED 


By the Selection of Major Screws as 
President of the National Ed¬ 
itorial Association. 

On the world’s fair grounds, St. 
Louis, the National Editorial Associa¬ 
tion held its annual sessions Thurs¬ 
day. Colonel Watterson and Homer 
Davenport were the speakers. 

The following officers were elected- 

President, Major W. W. Screws, of 
Alabama; first vice president, W. W. 
Folsom, of Arkansas; second vice 
president, W. J. Kline, of New York, 
third vice president, H. B. Varner, of 
North Carolina; corresponding secre¬ 
tary, W. A. Ashbrook, of Ohio; re¬ 
cording secretary, J. W. Cochrum. of 
Indiana; treasurer, J. Irving Steele, of 
Pennsylvania. 

After the delegates had presented 
the names of their respective execu¬ 
tive committeemen for the ensuing 
year the convention adjourned to meet 
next year at Guthrie. Okla 


Sale Ratified. 

A decree was handed down by 
Judge Clark in the United States 
court ratifying the sale of the Lenoir 
City, Tenn., plant of the Southern 
Car and Foundry Company to Moore 
& Schley, of New York city, for the 
sum of $60,000. 

Harrison J. Barrett, on trial for con¬ 
spiracy with General Tyner in the 
postoffiae cases, said the greater part 
of the $40,000 he made the first two 
years after he left the government 
service came from publishers who 
contested the order of the postoffice 
department in excluding certain pub¬ 
lications from the mails as second- 
class matter. 

It is reported that seventy thou¬ 
sand Russians are marching to the 
relief of Port Arthur, and the Japan¬ 
ese are consequently hastening offen¬ 
sive preparations. Forty-five thou¬ 
sand troops have already been landed 
at Kin Chau, and Talien Wan, thus 
entirely investing Port Arthur. The 
Japanese advance lines are seven 
miles from the Russian batteries. 

A call has been issued by President 
H. L. McKee, of the Mississippi Busi¬ 
ness Men's League, for the assembling 
of representatives of the commercial 
bodies of the state in annual session 
at Jackson on June 20th and 21st. 

Thirteen new national banks were 
launched in the south during April. 

Harry Stillwell Edwards, of Macon, 
Ga.. has been selected as representa¬ 
tive of the south to make one of the 
four speeches seconding the nomina¬ 
tion of President Roosevelt. 

Hon. Peter Staub, of Knoxville, 
Penn.. minister to Switzerland under 
Cleveland, is dead. He was 76 and 
a few days-ago was thrown in a run¬ 
away. 

At Eastman, Ga., Robert Cawthorn 
has been convicted again of poison¬ 
ing R. J. Tucker. He was given a life 
sentence. 


JAPANESE LOSE TWO SHIPS 


One Battleship Sunk by Russian 
Mines, a Cruiser in Collision. 


HEAVY BLOW TO MIKADO’S NAVY 


Cilly 300 Men, Out of Creirs of 1000 
Men, Saved From Deatli in tlie 
Double Disasters Oft' Blocked Har¬ 
bor— Battleship Was One of Latest 
Pattern—Happened Off Port Arthur. 

. London.—In the midst of its vic¬ 
torious carter Japan a navy lias sus¬ 
tained a most severe loss off Port Ar-' 
thur, one of her greatest battleships, 
the Hatsuse, going down after strik¬ 
ing a mine, and the powerful cruiser 
Yoshino sinking after a collision in a 
fog with the cruiser Kasugn. 

Only ninety of the crew of 300 car¬ 
ried by the cruiser Yoshino and but 
300 of the Hatsuse complement of 741 
men were saved. 

According to dispatches received 
from various war centres it would ap¬ 
pear that the battleship Hatsuse fell 
victim to a Russian mine much in the 
same manner as the Japanese trapped 
and sank several Russian vessels. 

After the Petropavlovslc -was de¬ 
stroyed, with Admiral Makaroff; the 
Russians at Port Arthur attempted 
the same plan as the Japanese—that 
of sending out torpedo boats at nigbt 
to place floating mines where the en¬ 
emy had appeared a few hours before. 
Mines were especially planted off the 
Liau-Ti-Shau promontory, which was 
a favorable point, from which Japan¬ 
ese armor clads bombarded Port Ar¬ 
thur. 

It would appear that the Hatsuse 
struck one of these mines, was partly 
crippled, signalled for Help, but al¬ 
most instantly struck another mine 
and went down. 

Vice-Admiral Togo in his official re¬ 
port to Tokio on the disaster to the 
Hatsuse and Yoshino says: 

“A report from Rear Admiral Dewa 
says that the cruisers Kasuga and Yos¬ 
hino collided during a fog off Port 
Arthur. The Yoshino sank, only ninety 
of her crew being saved. 

“On the same day the battleship 
Hatsuse struck a Russian mine and 
sank.” 

Giving details of the disaster, Vice 
Admiral Togo says: 

“At 14 minutes past 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon, in a deep fog off Port Ar¬ 
thur, tlie Kasuga rammed the Yoshino, 
sinking the latter in a few minutes. 
Ninety of her crew were saved. 

“The same morning the Hatsuse 
while cruising off Port Arthur, cover¬ 
ing the landing of the soldiers, struck 
a mine ten knots southeast of the har¬ 
bor entrance. She signalled for help 
and instantly struck another mine. 
She sank in half an hour. Three 
hundred of her crew were saved by 
tbe torpedo boats.” 


JAPS DRIVEN BACK. 

Advanced Guard is Defeated By tbe 
Cossacks. 

St. Petersburg, Russia.—The follow¬ 
ing report has been received from Gen. 
Kouropatkin, the Russian Commaiul- 
er-in-Ckief in the Far East: 

“Liaoyang.—- A party of Cossacks en¬ 
gaged a detachment of tlie Japanese 
advance guard in the mountainous dis¬ 
trict northward of Fengwangcheng. 
Tlie fighting began at 8 a. m. and 
lnsted'until 2.30 in the afternoon. The 
Japanese were successively dislodged 
from four positions extending over 
twenty kilometres, and were pursued 
to Datiantsy, eighteen kilometres north 
of Fengwangcheng. 

“Our loss was six Cossacks wounded, 
two horses killed and eight wounded. 

“We found no trace of tlie enemy in 
the Tsnuhoka Valley as far as the 
road leading to Changoulin Pass, 
twenty-five kilometres north of Feng- 
■wangebeng, or in the Aiho Valley 
from tlie Saimntsa-Kuantien road as 
far as Dountsianlintsa, an area of 
twenty kilometres. 

“A squadron of Japanese cavalry 
which left Kuantien for Saimatsa re¬ 
pulsed one of our patrols at Sclinogo, 
fifteen kilometres from Kuptien. The 
patrol retired without loss.” 

The General Staff attaches import¬ 
ance to this Russian success against 
the western wring of the Japanese ad¬ 
vance, believing that they have out¬ 
flanked a movement that was des¬ 
tined to circumvent Gen. Kouropatkin. 
The newspapers treat the engagement 
as a great victory. They say that the 
Russians made four bayonet charges 
against the Japanese. 


LOSSES ON THE YALU. 


The Japanese Buried After tlie Battle 
13G3 Russian Corpses. 

Washington, D. C.—The Japanese le¬ 
gation has received a despatch giving 
an account of the Japanese losses in 
the battle of the Yalu River, and of the 
guns, munitions, etc., captured there. 
It says: 

“Gen. Kuroki reports the exact num¬ 
ber of casualties in the battle of the 
Yaiu on tlie Japanese side as 218 
killed, including live officers, and 783 
wounded, including tilirty-tliree of¬ 
ficers. Thirteen hundred and sixty- 
three Russian corpses were buried by 
tbe Japanese forces and 613 Russian 
prisoners were taken. Guns and 
munitions of war captured consisted oi 
twenty-one tliree-iucli quick-firing 
field guns eight quick-firing machine 
guns, 1021 rifles, a number' of horses 
and large quantities of ammunition, 
clothing, tents, etc. At Fengwang- 
elieng quantities of ammunition, cloth¬ 
ing and provisions were captured.”

SOCIAL FEUD IN CHICAGO 


Woman Discovers Rival's Husband 
to Be an Ex-Convict. 


Mrs. Springer, Rejected by the D. A. R. t 
Blamed It on the Lawyer's Wife 
and Set Out to Get Even. 


Chicago.—A feud between two ambi¬ 
tious women lias exposed a skeleton 
long hidden in the family of Julius A. 
Coleman, a successful attorney and 
author of the Mechanics’ Lien law 
of Illinois. | 

Mrs. Coleman, his wife, is the State 
Regent of the Daughters of the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution. She is a brilliant 
woman with an interesting family. 
She has w'ritten a history of the Amer¬ 
ican Constitution, which is published, 
this week in St. Louis. 

’Mrs. Warren Springer applied for 
admission to the D. A. R. and was re¬ 
jected. Then she began war on the 
Colemans. 

Now disbarment proceedings have 
been taken against Mr. Coleman be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court of this State. 
It is alleged that in 1881 Coleman was 
found guilty of an insurance swindle 
in Indiana and sentenced to the peni¬ 
tentiary. Tbe Grievance Committee of 
tile Chicago Bar Association brought 
the proceedings. The charge against 
him is “evasive omission” in not men¬ 
tioning the' Indiana trouble when be 
signed an affidavit of good moral char¬ 
acter which obtained him license to 
practise law here. Charges of extor¬ 
tion also have been made in tbe dis¬ 
barment proceedings. 

Mrs. Springer is the wife of a promi¬ 
nent real estate operator. She lias 
taken a leading part in women’s club 
affairs for ten years, and is at pres¬ 
ent President of the Illinois Chapter 
of the Daughters of tlie Revolution, an 
organization distinct from the Daugh¬ 
ters of the American Revolution. 

Mrs. Springer had a double interest 
In finding out all she could about Cole¬ 
man. because a suit which the attor¬ 
ney brought against her husband was 
over property that she liad decided to 
present to the local chapter of the 
Daughters of the Revolution. After 
this suit had been won by Mr. Spring¬ 
er Attorney Coleman had him indict¬ 
ed for perjury, and it was then that 
Mrs. Springer assumed, in self-de¬ 
fense, as she avers, tlie role of detec¬ 
tive. 

Charles C. Gilbert, who lias under¬ 
taken to defend Coleman, says: “It 
is true that Mr. Coleman was con¬ 
victed of crime in Evansville in 1881, 
but lie was sick and could not defend, 
himself. He was brought into court 
on a stretcher. He never went to the 
penitentiary, for he fled to foreign 
lands, and later returned and obtained 
a pardon. There lias been no effort 
to conceal the conviction.” 

Coleman was accused of inducing a 
man named Richardson to insure his 
life for $20,000 and disappear. Cole¬ 
man escaped from the prison hospi¬ 
tal. Mrs. Coleman nursed her hus¬ 
band through liis trial, and when he 
escaped-she supported her young fam¬ 
ily by her own -ndeavors. 

Mrs. Springer collected nil tlie evi¬ 
dence and obtained certified copies of 
the court records. Then began the 
movement to expose arid disbar Cole¬ 
man. He is now a man of middle 
age. 

Mrs. Springer says: “This trouble 
grew out of my gift to the Daughters 
of the Revolution of the ground at 
Nos. 175-189 West Polk street for use 
as a playground and workshop for 
poor children. We knew nothing 
whatever -of Coleman’s past until a 
woman, a prominent member of the 
Daughters of tlie American Revolu¬ 
tion. of which Mrs. Coleman is Re¬ 
gent, came to my house and informed 
me that Mr. Coleman was an ox-con¬ 
vict. She said that other facts could 
be had at Evansville. We collected 
the fact s.” ; 


FOR A MENTAL SHOCK-$40,000. ' 

Bay State Supreme Court Sustains 
Verdict Against New Haven Road.. 
Boston, Mass.—A verdict of $40,000 
against the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, given to Frank J. 
Caskin, of Springfield, by a lower 
court for mental injury resulting from 
an accident, was sustained by tlie full 
bench of the Supreme Court. 

The plaintiff was the victim of a col¬ 
lision at Avon, Mass., in which six 
persons were killed and about lorty 
injured. It was contended that Mr. 
Cashin sustained a serious mental 
shock which has resulted in melan¬ 
cholia. 


LIFE SENTENCE FOR $3 THEFT. 

’Twas Oliver's Third Offence and 
Judge Takes Advantage of the Statute. 

Mason, Mich.—Lewis Oliver, who 
with Frederick Lesnrge, stole $3 
and two hats from a butcher shop, 
lias been sent to the Marquette prison 
for life by Judge Wist. It was Oliver's 
third offence for burglary. 

Judge Wist says that tlie statute 
provides that where a prisoner has 
been twice sentenced for felony and 
is again arrested he may be sentenced 
for life. He says a life sentence is 
not made mandatory, but lie believes 
that in this case it is justified. 


Knockout Blow to Poolrooms. 

Tbe most powerful blow ever dealt 
to the poolrooms of New York City 
was struck when the police in several 
precincts descended simultaneously 
on twenty-two suspected pool-rooms in 
Manhattan, arresting seventy prison¬ 
ers and seizing 152 telephones, fifteen 
telegraph instruments and a large col¬ 
lection of racing charts and other 
gambling paraphernalia. 


Negro Lynched by Negroes. 

Ed Whitehead, a negro, was taken 
from the <0Mieer in whose charge lie 
was and hanged to tile limb of a tree 
by a mob of negroes at Seaboard, -V 
C. Little Mattie Stancil, colored, had 
been attacked by Whitehead. 


Southern Peaches Promise 'Well.

In tlie Southein 
States, however, a good crop of 
peaches Js promised.

Crop of 1903. 


-Census bulletin No. 10 is at hand. 
It covers the work of the gins in 
tiie present cotton year-the crop 
grown in 1903, and ginned in the 
fall of that year and in the winter 
ol 1903 04. 

The Alabama crop grown in 1903 
was 1,078,519 bales of five hundred 
pounds each. No larger crop was 
ever grown in this state except in 
1901, when the state crop was 1,- 
101,227 bales. The crop of 1903 
was turned out of 3,876 active gins, 
the average product of tiie Aiaba 
uni gins being 264 bales. 

The value of the Alabama lint is 
put by the census bureau at $57, 
392,655, or about 12t cents a pound. 
The number of pounds was 471,- 
979,076, and each one can do liis 
own arithmetic sum. The cotton 
seed of tiie crop amounted to 471,- 
979 tons, worth $7,509,185 The 
total crop of 1903 in this state 
therefore stands at $64,901,840. 
The crop of Texas, Mississippi ami 
Georgia only brought more money'. 
The cotton seed oil mills of tiie 
state, fifty-eight in number, gath¬ 
ered 13,611 bales of linters, worth 
$306,337, and they' handled about 
68 per cent of the seed crop. 

The greater part of the bulletin 
is devoted to the production by 
counties. Dallas and Montgomery' 
are the only -counties in this state 
that produced over forty thousand 
bales, and Dallas’ crop is increas¬ 
ing faster than Montgomery’s, the 
former standing in 1903 at 43,503 
bales, and the latter’s at 41,183 
bales. No other counties in ' this 
state approach these two, and Dal¬ 
las seems destined to stand forth 
as the champion cotton growing 
county' of this state. It is to us 
what Sumter county is to South 
Carolina, and Burke county to 
Georgia.—Age-Herald. 

Judge S. M. Adams has resigned 
as the Democratic nominee for 
Judge of Probate of Chilton coun¬ 
ty. He was elected six y'ears ago 
by the Populist of that county as 
Probate Judge, but on the lltli of 
April, 1904, received the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination.

The Public Schools, 


Bam ford, Ala., May 19, 1904. 

To the Peoples Advocate : 

1 beg to submit to the people 
through the Advocate Several well 
founded and established reasons 
why the people of Shelby county 
and of the whole State should vote 
for local taxation', to support the 
public-schools: 

Isr. The present school funds 
are absolutely inadequate to meet 
the demand. 

2 Because our annual appropria¬ 
tions will gradually become small¬ 
er and smaller on account of a rap 
idly increasing population. 

3 Unless the schools can run 
longer than five month’s the teach¬ 
ers will have to abandon the pro 
fession or go to another State. 
Men cannot exist on a five months 
business, and the teacher is one 
leg of the three-legged stool, don’t 
you see? 

4 There is not a doctor or law¬ 
yer in the State who can support 
his family on five month’s work, or 
any other man in any of the advo¬ 
cations of life, and in addition to 
this the people can never give their 
children a common school educa¬ 
tion with just five month’s in each 
scholastic year. 

5. Our present school system has 
been in existence about fifty years. 
Isn’t it time that, we ourselves were 
making some improvements. We 
are living in a progressive age, 
are we not? 

6 . The Constitution gives us the 
right to vote the tax of one cent 
on $10,00 for the support of out- 
schools. I beleive that broad mind 
ed men who have the desire in their 
hearts to educate the rising gener¬ 
ation will vote the tax and help up¬ 
lift and develop the citizenship of 
a coming day, and first if not last 
have a hand in christainizing the 
world. 

7. If better salaries are provided 
for teachers and longer terms the 
people can co nmand professional 
and well gratified men and women 
as teachers for their children 

8 . It is a little over two years 
before the Legislature meets again 
and we need the additional tax 
now and we cannot expect the 
Legislature to do more than the 
present appropriation for it will 
not be able to do so. 

9. The native white illiteracy of 
Alabama is a little over 14%. Ala¬ 
bama spends less per pupil for ed 
ucution than any State in the Un¬ 
ion. Let us then fellow citizens, 
vote the tax as Soon as we have an 
opportunity to do so, and lift the 
reproach that is now upon us.

WOMAN IN MEDICINE. 

THE RESPONSIBLE POSITIONS 
SHE NOW HOLDS. 

Cases of Prejudice Against Women 

Practitioners Excite Comment — 

Proof of Their Rarity—The Advance 

In England—India Absorbs Hun¬ 
dreds of Women. 

The last report of the United States 
Commissioner of Education gave the 
number of women studying medicine 
in this country as 1,219. The number 
seems insignificant compared with the 
25,538 men medical students reported, 
and in consideration of the growing 
regard in which women doctors are 
held. It may be said that the last 
remnant of prejudice against them 
has vanished in the United States, and, 
with occasional exceptions, in Eng¬ 
land. The case of Dr. Ethel Vernon 
occupied a good deal of space in the 
London papers recently, showing the 
rareness of prejudice there. Dr. Ver¬ 
non was appointed to fill a vacancy in 
the staff of the Western Dispensary, 
Westminster, but her appointment was 
cancelled at the end of six weeks be¬ 
cause the honorary consulting surgeon, 
a man of high standing in the pro¬ 
fession, resigned rather than serve 
with a woman. It was frankly ad¬ 
mitted that Dr. Vernon's qualifications 
were higher than the man’s whose 
name had been proposed for the ap¬ 
pointment, that she was very popular 
with the rest of the staff and with 
the patients, and the Board of Govern¬ 
ors came in for considerable criticism 
from medical men. The consulting 
surgeon’s triumph was voted an alto¬ 
gether unenviable one. 

In an article written by Dr. Helen 
McMurchy of Toronto, Canada, in 
American Medicine, tribute is paid 
to the courtesy shown by many men 
doctors from the beginning. “It is not 
to be forgotten that if women have 
learned the art of healing, man have 
taqght it to them, in the first in¬ 
stance, at least. Many medical men 
did this willingly and cheerfully, some 
did it con amore, with a generous en¬ 
thusiasm.” A notable instance given 
is the founding of the London School 
of Medicine for Women. In 1869 five 
women applied for admission to the 
medical college of the University of 
Edinboro, and regulations were passed 
permitting them to enter. The Sen¬ 
ates Academicus, however, refused to 
arrange for the instruction of the wo¬ 
men, asserting that the University 
Court had exceeded its legal power in 
admitting them. The five women 
brought action against the university, 
but lost on appeal. They then went 
to London, where they found a friend 
in one of the prominent physicians 
then in practice, Dr. Anstie. He was 
not only a distinguished practitioner 
and writer, hut possessed great per¬ 
sonal influence. In his house was 
held a private meeting, at which was 
founded the first medical school for 
women in Great Britain. Dr. Anstie 
had drawn so many eminent men and 
women to the meeting that the suc¬ 
cess of the movement was assured, 
and within a few weeks the school 
was started, with twenty-three stu¬ 
dents and a remarkable staff of in¬ 
structors. Before the first class had 
finished its course hospital instruction 
in the Royal Free Hospital was se¬ 
cured for women, and the University 
of London decided to admit to its 
medical examinations and degrees. 

The school has now 200 students, 
and ife graduates have taken thir 
share of honors both in England and 
abroad. India absorbs the majority 
of English women doctors. The Lady 
Dufferin fund enables thousands ot 
poor women to avail themselves of 
medical aid, and many women doctors 
are needed in this practice alone. Sev¬ 
eral native rulers, as for instance the 
enlightened Nizam of Hyderabad, have 
established hospitals for women in 
their states, and are glad to get Eng¬ 
lish women doctors to serve in them. 
There are in all 247 hospitals, dispen¬ 
saries, etc., in India, entirely under the 
charge of women. A woman doctor, 
Mrs. Stewart-Deacon,has recently been 
appointed Government officer of health 
for the Gold Coast Colony, Africa, a 
position which involves the inspection 
of a number of towns. Assistant med¬ 
ical officers in the Quarantine Depart¬ 
ments at Port Said and Suez are wo¬ 
men. In plague duty in India and at 
the South African concentration camps 
women doctors are employed, and one 
of these. Dr. Alice Cathorn, who had 
charge of the General Plague Hospital 
at Poona, has recently been given the 
ICaiser-i-Hind medal for public service. 
At least three English women physi¬ 
cians have been thus honored. “It 
should be remembered,” writes Dr. 
MacMurchy, “that much of the distinc¬ 
tion and success of English women 
physicians is due to the fact that they 
and their friends founded the New 
Hospital, officered entirely by women, 
and that the work done by the doctors 
there in advanced surgery, medicine, 
clinical teaching, and the various de¬ 
partments of specialists’ work showed 
that these higher walks of medicine 
were not beyond them.” 

In Great Britain, as in America, wo¬ 
men physicians serve as medical offi¬ 
cers on charity boards, in insane asy¬ 
lums, etc. The general post-office has 
for years employed Dr. Edith Shove to 
look after the health of the women 
clerks. As inspectors of boarded-out 
children, resident doctors at children’s 
institutions and general health super¬ 
visors in girls’ schools they are great¬ 
ly in demand. 

On the Continent the woman doctor 
is slowly but steadily pushing her 
way. Four hundred and six women 
are studing medicine in Germany, but 
their position is rather difficult, as 
they are only allowed to attend lec¬ 
tures under humiliating conditions. In 
1901 two women passed the state ex¬ 
amination for medical practitioners in 
Freiburg, Baden, and are said to be 
the first to be admitted to the profes¬ 
sion in Germany. 

In Russia, on the other hand, many 
women practitioners hold Government 
appointments. The Poor Law Ser¬ 
vice, the County and City Medical Ser¬ 
vice, and the Municipal Ambulance 
Service all have women on their staff. 
Eighty-five women are practising med¬ 
icine in France. In Austria women 
began to study medicine in 1897 and 
within a year fifty women were regis¬ 
tered as students. In Italy there are 
about twenty women doctors. One of 


them, it is said, is physician to the 
queen. In Sweden, Norway, Denmark, j 
Holland, Switzerland, and the Slav 
countries the labors of medical wo¬ 
men have received approbation and re¬ 
ward. There are several successfully 
practising in Turkey, Egypt, Persia, 
and the East. An English woman is 
reported to be court physician in Co¬ 
rea. 

Of the opportunities offered to wo¬ 
men in medicine on this side of the 
Atlantic it is hardly necessary to 
speak at length. It is not difficult for 
a woman to obtain a first-class medi¬ 
cal education either in the United 
States or in Canada. The examina¬ 
tions and degrees of all Canadian 
universities are open to women, and 
the Woman’s Medical College at To¬ 
ronto has been available since 1883. 

The number of appointments open 
to American women is large, and is 
constantly increasing. In Massachu¬ 
setts as far back as 1884 a state en¬ 
actment made the appointment of wo¬ 
men as assistant physicians in insane 
asylums mandatory. New York state 
provides many places for women phy¬ 
sicians. Until recently no city hos¬ 
pital admitted women internes, but 
since Gouverneur took the lead others 
will undoubtedly follow. The work 
of Dr. Emily Dunning has been highly 
spoken of at Gouverneur, where she 
has served nearly two years. She took 
her turn at ambulance duty, and per¬ 
formed many difficult and not alto¬ 
gether agreeable emergency district 
operations on the streets; the Gouver¬ 
neur district including a part of the 
town noted for its casualities. 

There are close to eighty names of 
women physicians in the business di¬ 
rectory of New York. In tho Greater 
city there must be several hundred 
women in practice.—New York Post. 


OFF FOR THE FRONT. 


The Leavctakings of Russian Soldiers 
and of Those of the Mikado. 

Before leaving for the seat of war 
both the Japanese officers and men 
attend a special service, with the ob¬ 
ject of appealing for the success of 
their arms. 

It is considered a great honor for 
the emperor to instruct officers who 
are commanded to go to a holy place, 
which he appoints. The religious be¬ 
liefs of the Japanese people are di¬ 
vided into two heads—the Shinto and 
the Buddhist—and the former means 
literally “the way of the gods.” Apos¬ 
tles of this creed believe that if they 
perform a valiant deed in the service 
of their country they will after death 
becomo gods, and thus the officers 
who usually attend the Kashi Ko 
Dora pray that strength may be given 
them to do something heroic. 

In Shinto, Japan is held to he the 
country of the gods, and the emperor 
to he the direct descendant and actual 
representative of the Sun Goddess. In 
it there also seems to be mixed up a 
system of hero worship, many re¬ 
nowned warriors and other persons of 
ancient days being exalted into demi¬ 
gods; it thus tends to increase the 
feeling of reverence for the dead. 

Throughout the country the Shinto 
shrines are constructed in very sim- 
iffe style, and are, as a rule, made 
out of white wood, unadorned by bril¬ 
liant coloring as in Buddhist temples, 
and roofed with thatch. 

Japanese private soldiers go to tho 
Sliokonsha to pray, and the ceremony 
consists of supplications that they 
may do their duty, while at the end 
three hearty cheers are given for the 
emperor. The streets on such occa¬ 
sions are crowded with the soldiers’ 
swethearts, waiting to bid them good- 
by, and as their modesty is generally 
a barrier to a final embrace, the part¬ 
ing takes the form of a low bow and a 
final wave of the hand. 

Russian officers and soldiers under 
orders of the front attend a service 
before they leave to pray for the ul¬ 
timate success of their arms. Special 
prayers are read; the one most gen¬ 
erally used is, “Blessed be God, holy 
and immortal. Have mercy upon us. 
Our cause is a just one; therefore let 
us all pray to the Lord that He may 
strengthen our arms in order that 
we may gain a victory over our ene¬ 
mies, with all their wiles. May we be 
imbued with great courage to over¬ 
throw our enemies, and may God open 
their eyes to the importance of peace.” 

The service is not a lengthy one, 
rarely lasting more than 20 minutes. 
Frequently, before setting out for the 
Far East, Russian priests sprinkle the 
soldiers with holy water, and many 
believe tiiat the rite renders them in¬ 
vulnerable, or at least goes far to pro¬ 
tect them from the enemy's bullets. 
—London Daily Mail. 


Llexieff, Viceroy of Russia. 

Admiral Alexieff first comes into 
prominence in the years following the- 
China-Japanese war of 10 years ago, 
when Japan invaded and effectively oc¬ 
cupied southern Manchuria, including 
the Liao-tung peninsula, vividly called 
in Chinese, “The Regent’s^ Sword.” 
Japan demanded from China the 
whole of Manchuria, as well as B’or- 
mosa and the adjacent Pescadores 
islands, and a heavy cash indemnity. 
China consented to the cession of 
southern Manchuria and Formosa, but 
asked for a remission of a part of the 
cash. Then Russia came into the 
story with Germany on the one arm 
and France on the other. Japan was 
forced off the Asian mainland, but 
took a large payment from China in 
lieu of Manchuria, with a Russian 
guarantee for its liquidation. At that 
point, with the signing of the S'him- 
onoseki treaty, the present quarrel 
in the Far East began. Japan’s 
thwarted hopes turned to steady ha¬ 
tred of Russia, and a desire to be re¬ 
venged, soon or late. She at once 
began to take measures for that re¬ 
venge, and faced the problem with 
thoroughness and imaginative breadth. 
Japan arranged to have built in Eng¬ 
land,' as first among naval powers, 
four of the heaviest and strongest bat¬ 
tleships the world had yet seen, with 
two somewhat smaller ones, and six 
powerful armored cruisers. Russia 
saw that these preparations were 
aimed at her, and began to build up a 
Pacific fleet. Admiral Alc-xieff first 
comes into the world’s history as com¬ 
mander of Russia’s fleet in the Far 
Eastern waters.—Charles Johnston, in 
Harper’s Weekly.

Much has been heard or tne efficacy 
of the Japanese explosive projectiles. 
The powder used is the invention of 
a Japanese. He claims that with re¬ 
gard to explosive force, the powder 
stands next to blasting gelatin and on 
a much higher level than dynamite 
or guncotton. A handful exploded on 
an iron plate one and one-half inches 
thick forces a hole through the plate. 
At a special test made two years ago, 
a six-inch shell loaded with guncotton 
made a hole a little larger than Its 
own diameter in the target and burst 
with trifling effect in the backing of 
coal. A shell charged with Shimose 
powder tore an aperture three feet 
in diameter. The composition is han¬ 
dled with the greatest safety, and it 
costs only about one half of guncot¬ 
ton. 


Ancient time-keeping has received 
new light from two remarkable stones 
lately unearthed by the German ex¬ 
plorers on the site of the old Ionic 
port ot Miletus. These stones are tho 
remains of calendars, of which one is 
shown to date from 109 A. D. The 
year was divided into twelve zodiacal 
signs, and against each month the 
motion of the remaining signs was 
given with a note predicting the 
weather. On the left side were thirty 
holes, a wooden peg being moved for¬ 
ward one hole each day, thus giving 
the astronomical date. This new find 
has made clear the meaning eff para- 
pegma, or peg calendar, a name by 
which other stones have been rather 
mysteriously known. 

Baroness Burdett-Coutts on April 
21st celebrated her ninetieth birthday 
and received hundreds of telegrams, 
messages and presents. An amusing 
incident of the birthday was the ar¬ 
rival of a very small lady with her 
nurse, who left a bouquet, inscribed, 
"From the youngest baroness to the 
oldest baroness in England.” It was 
an offering from the Lady Clifton, who 
departed, accompanied by her nurse, 
with an air as of a duty well done. 
The tiny, four-year-old peeress was to 
have sat next the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts at the coronation, when her 
stern guardians decided that she was 
too young to be present. 

The Baldwin Locomotive Works re¬ 
cently completed its shipment of twen¬ 
ty-four locomotives ordered by the Jap¬ 
anese government. The engines were 
taken aj^art and placed In boxes and 
framework and then placed in box 
cars so they could not be seen from 
the outside, the Japanese government 
and the Baldwins being anxious to 
keep the matter a secret. The engines 
are intended for use in Korea on the 
Seoul-Kobe railroad. American me¬ 
chanics will set up tho engines.
